1. Claims 2-4, 6-15, 18-20, 24, 38, 40-41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: per claims 2-4, 6-15, 
38, 40-41, Obino does not show the block unit having a center form with first and second 
opposed sides, at least one of the arms projecting outwardly from each of the opposed sides of 
the center forms in combination with other claimed limitations; prior art also does not provide 
sufficient motivation to modify Obino to show the block unit having a center form with arms 
projecting outwardly fi"om each of the opposed sides of the center forms in combination with 
other claimed limitations; prior art also does not provide sufficient motivations to modify Boeck 
(5704180), Tremelling (5809728), Vaughan et al (5709060) or Horobin (4884382) to show the 
first and second wall being made fi-om a masonry-type material as the modification would render 
the concrete forms too heavy. 

Per claims 18-20, 24, prior art does not show a connective structure having a plurality of 
elements forming arms and connectors, the elements comprising a center form, two end arms 
projecting outwardly from each side of the center form and substantially perpendicular from the 
center firom, both ends of the each end having a connector, a center arm projecting outwardly 
fi*om each side of the center form and substantially perpendicularly fi-om the center form, both 
ends of the center arm having a connector, the connective structure being a non-masonry 
material, the connective structure is integrally formed of a substantially rigid material in 
combination with the connectors being compressible elements.
